3. The second task that the I'ufti hopes that the Congress will cany out will be to 
abolish the Gaea Government- Tbo ox-T.ufti has quarrollod with Ahnad Ililni Pasha, 
the head of tldo Government, and is n or/ Planning tocfclogate its authority to the 
Arab Higher Executive. 

U. Qnoe the Arab Hig ter Executive is at full strength, tiio ex-itofti intends to set
